INDIANAPOLIS, June 22.—The state 
board of equalization met yesterday and 
organized by the election of Gov. Gray 
as president and J. J. Bingham as secre- 
tary. 
The board is composed of the 
governor, auditor, secretary, treasurer 
and attorney general of state. 
The du- 
ties of the board this year will be unusu- 
ally onerous, as the sexennial appraise- 
ment of real estate, besides the valuation 
of all railroad property in the state must 
be equalized. 
The law allows forty days 
for the completion of this work. Twenty- 
five days are ordinarily required for the 
appraisement of railroad property, leav- 
ing fifteen days to look after the more 
important work. 


In the appraisement of real estate the 
counfy auditors will certify to the board 
the flbsessed valuation, and Uiese will be 
viewed and equalized. 
The probabili- 
ties are that a reduction of $40,000,000 
in the valuation of the state's assessable 
property will occur, judging from the 
face of the returns now in. 
Of forty 
counties which have reported, only six 
show an increase in the assessed valua- 
tion; thirty-four show a decrease from 
the last appraisement. 
A more favora- 
ble showing, however, is hoped for from 
counties which have not yet reported. 
The auditor of state, in his last annual 
report 
called 
attention 
to 
the 
extraordinary 
and 
unac- 
countable 
fluctuation 
in 
the 
value 
of personal property as reported by the 
assessors, and held that there was cer- 
tainly no adequate cause for this. It is 
presumed that some inquiry into this 
matter will be made during the present 
sitting of the equalizers. 


Last year's taxes were collected upon 
the fdllowing basis: Total valnation of 
land, $330,740,778 (22,422,666 acres); 
improvements on land, $73,787,101; lots, 
$73,373,104; improvements, $88,620,998; 
personal property, $227,604,098; total 
valnation of all taxable property, $793,- 
526,079; number of polls, 338,349.

A CONNECTICUT farmer ¿ured a balky 
horse in the following 
manner: 
He drove him, attached to a rack- 
-wagon, to the wood-lot for a small 
load of wood. 
The animal would 
not pull a pound. He did not beat him, 
but tied him to a tree and let him stand. 
He went to the lot at stmset, and asked 
him to draw, but he would not straighten 
a tug. "I made up my mind," said 
the farmer, "when that horse went to 
the barn, he would take that load of 
wood. I went to the barn, got blankets, 
and covered the horse warm, and he 
Btood until morning. 
Then he refused 
to draw. At noon I went down, and he 
was hungry and lonesome. 
He drew 
that load of wood the first time I asked 
him. I returned, got another load be- 
fore I fed him. I have drawn several 
loads since. 
Once he refused to draw; 
but soon as he saw me start for the 
Jiouse, he started after me with the 
load." 


THERE are twice as many Cabinet 
Ministers in England as here, and in 
many cases the salaries paid them are 
more than tliree times as great as the 
Amoi'ican 
ministers 
receive. 
The 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
and the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, who receive $50,000 a year 
between them, do the work that is here 
accomplished by one Secretary of State, 
who gets $8,000 per annum. 
The 
former, besides, has sixteen under 
secretaries to helf> him, and the latter 
twelve and two private secretaries each, 
receiving annual salaries of $1,500 to 
$11,000 each. 
There is, moreover, a 
Secretary of State for India who gets 
$25,000 a year and who has a number 
of under secretaries. The First Lord 
of the Treasury and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer get $25,000 apiece, and 
the Junior Lords of the Treasury, who 
number two dozen, get $5,000. The 
Secretary of State 
for Home Af- 
fairs gets $25,000 a year, the Solicitor 
General and Parliamentary Coimsel 
$15,000 apiece, and the latter has an 
assistant at $10,000. 
The President of 
the Privy Council gets $10,000, as also 
does the Vice President of the Council 
on Education. The First Lord of the 
Admirality gets $22,500, and the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade and of the 
Local Government Board, offices re- 
cently resigned by Messrs. Chamber- 
lain and Dilke respectively, get $10,000 
apiece. 


THE danger of relying too strongly 
on circumstantial evidence in murder 
trials was forcibly illustrated recently 
in the case of Miss Journeaux, of the 
Island of Jersey. 
This lady, it will be 
remembered, went out for a short row 
with a male companion named Fame, 
and aftiir they had rowed some distance 
he lost his oars overboard and leaped 
into the water to regain them. He could 
not get batik to the boat, as the tide 
was running rapidly, and Miss Jour- 
neaux soon lost sight of him, though he 
managed to reach the shore. 
This was 
on Sunday night, and the poor girl 
drifted helplessly about in the frail bark 
until Tuesday morning, when she was 
picked up by a French fishiner vessel of 
St. Malo. She was kindly treated by the 
captain and crew, and landed after a 
voyage of twenty-six days, on the shore 
of St. George's Bay, Newfoundland, 
from whence she was sent to St. Johns 
to wait for a vessel bound to France. 
In the meanwhile Fame was arrested 
for murder and imprisoned, and was 
not set at liberty until a telegram ar- 
rived announcing the safety of his 
former boating companion. How differ- 
ent matters might have turned out if 
Miss Journeaux had been lost at sea ! 
He might have been himg for a erime 
which he never committed, and all hi» 
protestations of innocence would have 
been regarded as the wild pleadings of 
a man who desii-ed to escape the just ^ 
penalty of his misdeeds. 
No power on 
earth could probably have saved him, 
and he would have gone down to pos- 
terity with the brand of Cain upon his 
brow. Only the interposition of Divine 
Providence seems to have saved his 
heck from the halter. The opponents 
of capital punishment will find a strong 
argumenUin this case Îor the àbolisin 
meut of the death penalty. 


IN eocplaining his attitude toward the 
doctrine of the Trinity, the Bev. B. 
Heber Newton says in the Christian 
Register: 
"There are some of our 
modem dogmas that it is simply incon- 
ceivable to me that Jesn 
conld hare 
held, or could hold to-day, were He 
Ttpon earth. There are others which I 
may think it questionable whether He 
would hold were He back among ns, 
but .which present to mj mind no moral 
inconceivability. 
The question of the 
Trinity is one of these. In the form 
in which it is held by the conventional 
Christian I am quite sure Jusus would 
not accept it. In the form in which it 
is held in philosophic minds to-day I 
do not see why He might not accept it. 
Each of us is obliged to look at such a 
question from his own' standpoint. 
From my standpoint it seems to me 
entirely possible that He should hold 
such a thought of the Divine Being. 
If I did not think so I should not be 
where I am." 


âŒCMAJflCJOj, 


A COBRESPONDENT of the Cincinnati 
Enquirer cites as an authority an ex- 
slave dealer for the statement that the 
real negro is disappearing from the 
South. 
At the rate of change since the 
year 1818, when the slave trade was for- 
bidden, in less than 100 years hence the 
colored population will be wholly mu- 
latto. 
There are now, he declares, 
only 500,000 negroes of pure blood. 
Most Southemers have lost all knowl- 
edge of the African type. 
When 
Ealakaua, King of Hawaii, was in the 
South he was occasionally refused ac- 
commodation and slighted through the 
belief that he was a "nigger;" although 
there is a wide dissimilarity and nothing 
in common except the color between 
the native Sandwich Islander and the 
African. A pure Hindoo in New Or- 
leans, sUh Aryan, writing Sansc rit, from 
the same great race as the Anglo-Saxon, 
American and German, is always con- 
sidered an African although not pos- 
sessing a single negro feature. 
There 
are, too, among the colored people the 
straight hair, aquiline nose and striking 
features of the Arab, but all are indis- 
criminately grouped with Africans. Any 
prophecies as to the future of the colored 
people, their looks, their intellectual 
capacity, or their achievements may 
therefore be set down as presumi>tuous. 
They are in their very infancy, and 
what they may become is one of the 
mysteries that only the distant decend- 
ants of the American people will ever 
know. 


BY the death of John Kelly, says a 
New York letter, Eichard Croker be- 
comes the leader of Tammany Hall. 
Croker is a veritable political Carnot. 
He has a good brain, clear conceptions, 
and extraordinary executive force. He 
is a keen judge of men. He keeps his 
own counsels and is extremely reticent. 
He makes no speeches and very few 
promises. 
Those few, however, are 
fulfilled to the letter. He has the 
strongest of friends and the bitterest 
of enemies. 
He is as positive but not 
as obstinate as John Kelly. 
Like 
Kelly, he was not born with a silver 
spoon in his mouth. He came from the 
humblest service, and hard stories are 
told of him in his youth. But, like 
Morrissey, he has won the confidence of 
the people and developed the qualities 
of a great political leader. He is so 
strongly intronched in the Tammany 
Society, which is the fortress of the 
party, that he could hardly be blown 
out of it with dynamite. 
His foresight 
is something remarkable. 
Hugh J. 
Grant, now Sheriff, is one of his pro- 
teges. It was Croker who put him in 
the Board of Aldermen in 1881:. He 
advised Grant and other Tammany 
Aldermen not to vofe for the Broadway 
Surface Eailroad scheme. In Grant's 
case the advice was entirely unneces- 
sary. 
The others wish that they had 
taken it. Before the biU was passed 
Croker predicted that every man who 
voted for it would land in State's 
Prison. 
They are going there one by 
one as fast as possible.

A PBOUiiiAB feature of one of the 
latest electrical stoves 
invented in 
France is that apertures are formed in 
plates of refractory clay and plumbago, 
through which the wires are led; these 
plates are not enclosed, but are le^ ex- 
posed, so that the air can circulate very 
freely through and through the aper- 
tures, nrhere it comes in contact with 
the red-hot wires; wire bobbins are in- 
serted in the apertures; each bobbin 
forms part of the electric circuit, and 
all are connected for quantity, these 
J bobbins being, of course, heated by the 
' passage of the current, and serving to 
heat the air as it passes to and fro over 
them. 


WITHIN the last few years some at- 
tention has been given to the diseases 
I which are directly traceable to the in- 
halation of air charged with particles 
of dust. 
It is well that preventive 
measures should be taken in order to in- 
sure protection to workmen against the 
injurious effects of dust. The air in 
workshops should be renewed three 
times an hour. The introduction of 
fresh air and the expulsion of the air in 
the room will very materially lessen the 
dust and save the lungs. Better, how- 
ever, than this, are contrivances for 
drawing off the dust immediately from 
the place where it is produced. 
Where 
there is but little, the airing produced 
by chimneys may be sufficient; where 
there is a great amount it should be 
drawn off by a revolving apparatus, 
creating a continual current of air. 


SUPEEINTENDENT OF MoTIVE PoWER 
ScHLACis, of the Hlinois Central Rail- 
road, uses the following shop test of 
j boiler steel by drifting: A five-eighths 
inch hole is drilled in one corner of a 
piece five-eighths of an inch from each 
side aad then drifted out. If the hole can 
be enlarged to one and one-fourth 
inches when the crack has just opened 
from the side to the hole, it is good 
material. A five-eighths inch hole in the 
center of a piece three and one-half 
inches wide should drift out to two and 
one-half inches to two and one-fourtn 
inches when the crack runs 
from 
the side to the hole. But in the drift- 
ing test everything 
depends on the 
drifts and weight of sledge. The 
smaller or first drift should be not less 
than twelve inches long, five-eighths of 
an inch at small end and one inch at 
large end, and finished on a lathe. The 
second drift should be sixteen inches 
long, seven-eighths of an inch at small 
end and one and one-half inches at 
large end, while the third drift may be 
eighteen 
inches 
long 
and one 
and one - eighth 
inches 
at small 
end 
and two and three-fourths 
inches at large end. A 
hammer 
not heavier than four pounds should be 
used, and the drift should be oiled and 
driven from both sides, with not over 
four or five blows on either side at a 
time. If the drifts be short and blunt 
and the hammer sixteen or eighteen 
pounds, the enlargement of the hole at 
each blow is so instantaneous that the 
strain exceeds the strength of the steel, 
and even copper under these circum- 
stances may be broken before it has 
drifHd one-sixteenth of an inch. 
With 
light hammer and drifts, as described, a 
vety satisfactory understanding, in a 
rough way, may be had of the ductility

Griswold is a native of Boston, but a west- 
ern woman by virtue of her many years' 
residence in Wisconsin and the genuine 
breadth and vigor of her natura 
She 
lives in Columbus, is a happy wife, and 
the mother of three beautiful daughters, 
who inherit both her poetic talents and her 
sturdy good sense. 
Mrs. Gris wold, beside 
being a writer of verse, is a woman of fine 
social qualities, larg:e practical benevolence 
and general clear-headedness- 
She has the 
gift of adaptability, and she not only has it, 
but has it about her. 
She can write a poem 
or make a pie on demand. In her relig- 
ious faith she is a Unitarian. 
In her 
life she is in full accord 
with all that 
helps for this life or that which is to come. 
In her home she is most hospitable and 
charming. All the quill folk of the stata 
have found their way to her doors, and who- 
so comes as lecturer or teacher or preacher 
from the east is sure to find her out. 
Mra Griswold writes good poems, but bet- 
ter prose. 
She writes both with a high 
moral purpose. 
She is a thorough reader, 
a good talker, a staunch friend. 
I do not 
know that she has '*a single redeeming vice." 
She is tall and fair, with a delicate yet 
strong face, full of calm earnestness. 


Mr. A. L Carlton is one of those writers 
whose happiness is neither made nor marred 
by the dictum of publishers. 
Writing is his 
rest and recreation, not his profession. His 
poems are composed in the office, woods, 
fields, on the train, anywhere, and are rarely 
committed to paper tUl complete, word for 
word, in his own mind. They are character- 
ized by th-i fr shriess and vigor of the great 
out-of-doors, by fine simplicity and classic 
finisli.

Dec dedly the most versatile of the western 
literary sislierhood is Mrs. Marion V. Dud- 
ley, of Mihvau<e3. Sha is very tall, very 
stately, dignified almost to fris^idity, with a 
fondness for elegant toilets and a perfect 
taste in all matters pertaining to the same.

She wears 
neither bang, nor friz, nor wave, but 
brushes her dark hair smoothly back from 
her forehead in a fashion that not one 
woman in a thousand can b?ar, but which is 
the one of all others for her. Fifteen years 
ago she came to Milwaukee to take an edi- 
torial position on The Sentinel 
Two years 
later she married the Rev. D. J. L. Dudley.

She seems to have the rare 
ability to serve two masters. She takes 
sweet counsel with the Concord philosophers; 
the wise men and women of the east are her 
fast friends and frequent guests. She is an 
advocate of woman 
suffrage, and has 
spoken wisely and well before the state 
legislature on that subject. 
Emerson clubs 
and conversazioni 
spring up in her path. 
Various enterprises of humanitarian aims 
and tendencies owe their existence to her 
efforts. 


At the same time all the conventionalities 
of social life are as an opan book to her. She 
would never turn down the wrong corner of 
her calling card. 
Her prose is clear and 
strong and concise. In her editorial train- 
ing she learned the "art of blotting." 
In 
her verse she shows a little tendency to "Viig 
for the infinite." 


Take it all in all the gods have been very 
generous to Mrs. Dudley, p\ittln» in her 
hands almost every means toward the attain- 
ment of a wide usefulness. 


Miss Hilda S Her is the youngest of the 
Wisconsin po-ts. She is a bright youn^ lady. 
Although given to the writing of poetry 
she hMS a strong vein of practicality in her 
composition. 
One is almost temp:ed to .say 
that she has no nonsense about her. Miss 
Siller writes good, pure sense, is something 
of a linguist, a fine musician, and has 
"views." 
Among her characteristics is a.to- 
tal iniifference to matters matrimonial. 


She has recently gone for a year's visit to 
Europe. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Baker Bohan, of Milwau- 
kee, is a woman whom women call nice and 
sweet. 
The adjectives are well deserved. 
She has gehtle, graceful mannei-s, under 
which thera is a quiet strength and courage, 
as positive as thoy are unobtrusive. Mrs. 
Bohan is artist as well as poet, and paints 
her poems or writes them according to 
fancy. 


Charles Noble Gregory, the young poet- 
lawyer, of Madison, Wis., is a graduate of 
the state univei-sicy, a man of fine culture, 
delicate tastes and ir/ eproachaole life. He 
has spent some time in travel abroad and is 
a trifle too exquisitely English. 
Aside from 
this affectation he seems a very agreeable, 
sensible gentleman. Mr. Gregory has writ- 
ten some excellent poems, of the objective 
order; the intense is not in his line. 
He has 
a tendency to polish the life out of his 
verses; is unassuming and in society he is a 
shining light. 


Mrs. Louisa Phillips, of Madison, Wis., is 
round, dimpled and rosy. 
Sparkling with 
wit and a little given to sarcasm, the person 
who talks with her wants to have his wits 
about him. 


Mr. Otto Soubron is a poet of marked 
ability, resident in Milwaukee. He is well 
known in German literary circles, and is 
gainiii^r admirers fimong English readei's. 
He is blonde-bearded and handsome. 


Mrs. Grace S. Wells, of Chicago, is a 
dainty littla lady, quiet and retiring in all

PRENTICE 
MULFORD. 


A Slceteb of an Oddity In Iietters and 
Character. 


NKW YORK, June 2L—Prentice Mulford, 
whose portrait accompanies this sketch, is 
one of the oddest and most 
interesting 
individualities among the people of the pen. 
Bom and brought up in a little seafaring 
town on Long Isl- 
and he is thorough- 
ly western in taste 
and character. Six- 
teen years of his 
- life were passed in 
California mining, 
and striving for 
financial success in 
o t h e r 
difficult 
ways. It was there 
that he developed 
his talent for writ- 
ing, 
which 
has 
since made him so 
well known to jour- 
nalism. 
He was 
over thirty years old before he even thought 
of writing or dreamed that he had either 
taste or ability in letters. 
While living in 
a withered little mining town in Tuolumne 
county, California, on a Sunday under a 
pine tree, he wrote his first article for a 
newspaper. 
It described the annual faU 
spree observed by the river miners on their 
dams being carried away by the autumn 
freshet. It brought strongly out the horri- 
ble consequences of getting over a spree. It 
was signed "Dogberry," and published by 
The Union Democrat. 


The editor, not being deluged with able 
contributions as etistern editors are suspected 
of being, wrote on for more of the same 
kind of literatura 
Mr. Mulford obligingly 
complied, and for two years continued to 
furnish articles to The Democrat, which 
kept all that section of the state in a roar. 
He gained a local reputation, and was made 
a candidate for the legislature, but didn't 
reach it. Col Joseph Lawrence, editor of 
The Gtîlden Era, of San Francisco, notic^ 
these articles, and, being one of those in- 
frequent souls who have a talent for recog- 
nizing talent, was struck by the originality 
and charm of this unknown writer's work, 
and wrote him, offering him an editorial 
position on his paper. 


Mr. Mulford accepted, left off pursuing 
the gold hunter's phantom at once and for- 
ever, and was soon the most famous news- 
paper man on the Pacific coast 
His humor 
was so fresh and novel that it pervaded the 
country in extracts from his sketches and 
letters. It was not of the broad, presumptu- 
ous variety, which challenges the reader to 
"look out for something funny" in the next 
paragraph. It was delicale, and sprung up 
spontaneously in matter not heralded as 
humorous. 


It was on The Golden Era that Bret Harte 
began hLs literary career. He was a typeset- 
ter in the office, and occasionally sent anon- 
ymous 
contributions 
down stairs. 
Col 
Lawrence ferreted him out and put the pen 
in his hand. 


Most persons were astonished when they 
met Mr. Mulford. Instead of the dashing as- 
sertive young fellow they had pictured, they 
found a man of rather grave presence, mod- 
est in manner to the point of timidity. 
He 
talks exceedingly well, though only when 
pushed forward by those who know his gifts 
as a conversationist 
His naturallv retiring 
disposition prevents him from ever taking 
the lead voluntarily. 


A lady of ability and prominence who has 
known Prentice Mulford many years said of 
him. "He is the modestest and most con- 
scientious man I ever knew, as well as the 
most able intellectually." 


He has traveled much both in this country 
and abroad. 
He made a tour of the French 
provinces on foot, because he wanted to 
study the life of the common people. His 
letters descriptive of this trip were of extra- 
ordinary interest, and were largely copied. 
They told exactly what other letters did not 
tell 


Many men think they love nature, and 
talk and write glowingly about its joys and 
beauties; but Prentice Mulford is the only 
person I ever knew who loves nature well 
enough to see no face but hers for weeks 
and months. In California he often pros- 
pected for weeks at a time, with no compan- 
ion save a mule, and while in newspaper 
work in this city he was in the habit of 
breaking away from the trammels of a too 
oppressive civilization, and going into com- 
plete solitude in some house of his own hasty 
building in the forest, there to stay till he 
"got better acquainted with himself," as he 
said. While in retreat he always does no 
end of writing, and still more thinking. 
Philosopher and metaphysician, he thinks 
out problems in mental science while away 
from the attrition ot cities. 
"Wbo shall 
minister to a mind diseased?" he considers 
the greatest question ever propounded, and 
he worked upon it two years before he found 
a satisfactory solution. 
Then he evolved 
some theorijs on the management of the 
mmd which were equivalent to a practical 
system of phrenopathy, or mental cure. He 
believes that the mind is the only life of the 
body, and the only real and enduring thing 
in nature. 


Mr. Mulford is a firm believer in a life 
after death and in pre-existence. 
He is a 
spiritualist of a very high order, and is him- 


s e l f a sensitive. 
He has been called a sen- 
timentalist in his lové of nature. 
He sees, 
yes, feels the soul of all material things. He 
is, in spirit, related to the Indians, .loving 
the solitude of forest and mountain, and 
finding more joy in floating over the waters 
of New York bay in a little boat, than in all 
the fine society of the meti-opolis. Yet, 
when he does mix with people, he can be as 
companionable as any knight that ever ate 
in princely hall with ladies, and can make 
as brilliant an after-dinner speech as Beecher. 


Mr. Mulford spends his winters in Boston 
recently, and a part of every summer in 
New York. 
Usually he goes up the Hudson 
and rents some little fisherman's cottage, 
and does up his year's thinking in solitude, 
coming down to the city to spend his Sun- 
days. Recently he has been devoting his 
time to riketaphysical writing almost ex- 
clusively. 
As a lecturer he has much 
ability, and really prefers the platform to 
the pen. Ha is a charming story writer. 
One of his recent stories, "The Bank of Cali- 
fornia," a serial of mining life, was widely 
published by the newspaper press and greatly 
praised. He was ten years on the editorial 
stiff of The Graphic, of this city. 
While 
there he inventad and prepared the feature 
known as "The History of a Day,* which 
for a time was so noticeably excellent 
As a condenser Mr. Mulford has no equal 
He can pack more matter into fewer lines, 
when he chooses to do so, than any other 
writer known to the American press. 


He is of medium height, is rather on the 
auburn plan as to hair, has a complexion 
bronzed by the sun—he believes in the sun— 
and one deep brown and one grayish brown 
eye. He is boyish in figure, though getting 
on toward what is called middle age, a fact 
that doesn't trouble him in the least, an he 
has theories on the subject of old age, or 
rather on the subject of doing away with it 
altogether.

The Indiana Board of Equaliza- 


tion at Work. 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 22.—The atate 


board of equalization mot yesterday and 
organized by the election of Gov. Gray 
•s president and J. J. Bingham as secre- 
tary. The board is composed of tho 
governor, auditor, secretary, treasurer 
»nd attorney general of state. The du- 
ties of the board this year will be unusu- 
ally onerous, as the sexennial appraise- 
ment of real estate, besides the valuation 
of all railroad property in the state must 
be equalized. The law allows forty days 
for the completion of this work. Twenty- 
five days are ordinarily required for tho 
appraisement of railroad property, leav- 
ing fifteen days to look after the more 
important work.

Now York Jotter, Richard Oroker be- 
comes tho leader of Tammany Hall. 
Droker is a veritable political Carnot, 
IP, has a good bruin, clear conceptions, 
and extraordinary executive force. 
He 


is a keen judge of men. Ho keeps hia 
own counsels and is extremely reticent, 
-lo makes no speeches and very few 
)romiseH. Those few, however, are 
ultilled to the letter. He has tho 
strongest of friends and tho bitterest 
of enemies. He is as positive but not 
as obstinate as John Kelly. 
Like 


\cliv, he was not born with a ailvor 
spoon in his mouth. Ho came from the

A PEOULIAK feature of ono of the 


latest electrical stoves

Character. 


NEW'YORK, Juno 2L— Pmntire Mulford, 


whoso portrait accompanies this sketch, is 
ono of tbo oddest and most interesting 
individualities among the people'of the pen. 
Born and brought up in a littlo seafaring 


town on Long Isl- 
and bo is thorough- 
ly western in tasto 
and character. Six- 
toon years of his 


- life were passed in 


California mining, 
and striving for 
financial success in 
O t h e r 
difficult 


ways. It was there 
that be developed 
his talent for writ- 
ing, 
which 
has 


since made him so 
well known to jour- 
nalism. 
Ho was 


over thirty years old before ho even thought 
of writing or dreamed that he had either 
taste or ability in letters. 
While living in 


a withered little mining town iu Tuolumuo 
county, California, on a Sunday under a 
pine troo, ho wrote his first article for a 
newspaper. 
It described the annual fall 


spreo observed by tho river minors on their 
dams being carried away by tho autumn 
freshet It brought strongly out tho horri- 
ble consequences of getting over a spree. It; 
was signed "Dogberry," and published by 
Tiio Union Democrat. 


The editor, not being deluged with able 


contributions as eastern editors aro suspected 
of being, wrote on for more of tho same 
kind of literature. Mr. Mulford obligingly 
complied, and for two years continued to 
furnish articles to The .Democrat;, which 
kept all that section of tho state In a roar. 
He gained a local reputation, aud was made 
a candidate for the legislature, but didn't 
reach it. Col. Joseph Lawreuco, editor of 
Tho Golden Bra, of Ban Francisco, noticed 
these articles, and, being one of those in- 
frequent souls who have a talent for recog- 
nizing talent, was struck by tho originality 
and charm of this unknown writer's work, 
and wrote him, offering him aa editorial 
position on his paper. 


Mr. Mulford accepted, left off pnrsning 


tho gold hunter's phantom at oneo and for- 
«v«r, and was soon" tho most famous news- 
paper man on tho Pacific coast His humor 
was so fresli and uovel that it pervaded the 
country in extracts from his sketches and 
letters. It was not of the broad, presumptu- 
ous variety, wbich challenges tho reader to 
"look out for some thing funny" in tbo next 
paragraph. It was delicate, and sprung up 
spontaneously in matter not heralded as 
humoron.1. 


It was on Tho Golden Era that Bret Harte 


began his litornry career. Ho was a typeset- 
ter in tbe oflico, and occasionally sent anon- 
ymous contributions 
down stairs. 
CoL 


Lawronco forrotod him out and put tho pen 
in his hand. 


Most persons were astonished when they 


mot Mr. Mulford. Instead of tho dashing aa- 


irtive young fellow they had pictured, they 


found a man of rather grave presence, mod- 
est in manner to tbe point of timidity. 
He 


talks exceedingly •well, though only when 
poshed forward by thosu who know his gifts 
as a conversationist His natnrallv retiring 
disposition prevents him from ovor taking 
the lead voluntarily. 


A Indy of ability and prominence who has 


known Prontico Mulford many years said of 
him. "He is tho modostest and most con- 
scientious man I ovor know, 03 well as th» 
mostablo intellectually." 


He has traveled much both in this country 


and abroad. Ho made a tour of tho French 
provinces on foot, because hu wanted to 
study the lifo of tho common people. 
His 


letters descriptive of this trip wore of extra- 
ordinary interest, nnd wore largely copied, 
Thoy told exactly what other luttors did not 
toll 


Many men think they lovo nature, and 


talk and writo glowingly about its joys and 
beauties; but IJrontio« Mulford is the only 
person I ovor knew who loves nature well 
enough to soo no face but hers for weeks 
and months. In California bo often pros- 
pected for weulis at a tiino, with uo compan- 
ion save a mulo, and while in newspaper 
work in this city he was in tbe habit of 
breaking away from the trammels of a too 
oppressive civilization, and going into com- 
plolfi solitude in Komo house of his own hasty 
building iu tliu forest, thoro to stav till ho 
"got bnttar acquainted with himself," as he 
said. While in retreat ho always does no 
end of writing, nnd still more thinking.
